[THE  MAEEIAGE  ALLEGATIONS  NOW  IN  THE  BISHOP  OF  LONDON'S  REGISTRY  DO  NOT  BEGIN 
UNTIL  7  DEC.  1597.  I  EXTRACTED  THE  MOST  IMPORTANT  OF  THEM,  FROM  THAT  DATE 
DOWN  TO  ABOUT  1700,  WHILE  ENGAGED  IN  MY  WORK  ON  THE  REGISTERS  OF  WESTMINSTER 
ABBEY.  SUBSEQUENTLY  I  DISCOVERED  A  SERIES  OF  BOOKS  AT  THE  PRINCIPAL  REGISTRY 
OF  PROBATE,  CALLED  "  VICAR  GENERAL'S  BOOKS,"  WHICH  HAD  BEEN  TRANSFERRED  FROM 
THE  BISHOP'S  REGISTRY,  IN  WHICH  ARE  ENTRIES  OF  ALL  THE  LICENCES  ISSUED  FROM 
5  JAN.  1520-1  DOWN  TO  (blank  in  MSJ.  THE  WHOLE  OF  THESE  I  HAVE  COPIED,  AND 

THEY  WILL  BE  FOUND  IN  THE  FOLLOWING  PAGES.  AFTER  7  DEC.  1597  THE  TWO  SERIES 
ARE  INCORPORATED,  AND  THE  ENTRIES  FROM  THE  VlCAR  GENERAL'S  BOOKS  WILL  BE 
READILY  RECOGNISED  BY  THEIR  BREVITY.  THE  SERIES  FROM  5  JAN.  1520-1  TO  7  DEC.  1597 
IS  INVALUABLE,  AS  NO  OTHER  RECORD  OF  THEM  EXISTS.  IT  WILL  BE  SEEN  THAT  THE 
ENTRIES  OF  THE  FIRST  18  YEARS  ARE  ANTERIOR  TO  THE  DATE  OF  THE  EARLIEST  PARISH
